Another saloon, which for many years
wis a business fallure, has taken on
declded brace and s now a blg money-
maker for the owner, since he placed the
slgn “Cabaret’” outalde his place In large
eleotrie Ughts. Tha “Cabaret" conslat of
ons man and one woman, who slng sui-
Eentive songu.

On Girard avenus, between Oth and &th
ftreets, there Is much competition In the
"eabaroet’” business. Three anloonw, each
with its own show, bid for business. One
of the favorite spots In thelr nelghbor-
hood went bankrupt recently, In trying
to put a few extra frills on decorations
of thoe place,

Sgme of tha “cabaret shows'" run in
backrooms of nelghbarhood saloons, have
been Ufe-savers for the run-down business
of many places about to relinquish thelr
Heennen,

This dona, orders are {ssued to the bar-
tonders to serve and not to question thas
ngs of younk people, even though their
appearance indicates they are not 2
vears old. In mome Instances, an eleotric
plano Is the entire "cabaret™

The police say many of thams eabarets
with thelr “entertainment” sham are
breeding places for vice.

FOR GERMAN WAR
CRAFT A MYSTERY

Kaiser's Cruisers Prey on
Commerce for Three
Months Without Having a
Naval Base,

Maritima elrcles In this city are amazed
at the news that German warahips, minus
any navil Yase elther In the Atlantle or
Paclfie Ocean, stlil are abls to prey upon
commerce.

The activities of the warships are sur-
tounded with mystery. Since the war
began three months ngo (hese shipa have
bean steadlly at work sinking vessoln
with regularity and dodging the Hritish
warships when they desired or giving bat-
tle and sinking a few like they did off
the const of Chill a few daya ago.

The chlef mystery to shipping men hers
surrounds the source of supplies. Barly
In the campaign German warships were
conled and provisloned by vessels out
of this port. This was mafte oertain when
the eaptaing of the Norwegian steam-
shipn Sommerstad and Fram oconfessed
they had cargoes on board thelr vesssls
Intended for dallvery at sea to the Ger-
man erulsers Karlasruhe and Dresden

The expowure resulted In the cargoen
belng roturned to the originnl shippars,

Fubllcation of the vessels' manifesta
made the exposire possible, but an In-
eontive and ald to shippers of contraband
cargoes, nccording to shipping men, was
the order Insued Inst week by the Treas-
ury Daepartment prohibiting the custom
officlala to show manifests to any person
not in ths Government service unti] 30
days after the vesasly hnd left port.

Speculntion as to the ways and means
of the supplying of the warships is rife
In maritima circlen The Karlsruhe and
the Diresden In the Atlantle and the Em-
den operating In the Far Dast are prob-
nbly keeping up thelr suppliey from the
jurge numhber of veswels they have cap-
tured and sunk

An these warships have no port to take
their prizes they are compelled to sink
them. Before applying the mine beneath
thelr hulls the ship's stores and as much
cgal as needed are tranaferred to the wor-
ship,

John €. Nilling, ¢f Erle, has been spoken
of an & leading candidate for Becretary
of the Commonwenlth, He was formarly
chafrian of the Democratie Btats Come
mittes, but has been Inactive in politios
tor many yoirs, He iz a close personal
friend of the Governor-eleot, and astlated
in framing the school cods, for the en=
notment of which Doetor Brumbaugh
worked hard. Rilling Is an attorney, and

the Govarnor-elect is known (o have &
high regard for his abllity.

TENER HAB PLACE MOR M'AFEB.
Robert McAfee, the present BHeorstary
of the Commonwenlth, is expscted to be

appointed to a place on the Public Hervice
Comminslon by Governor Tener. There s
4 vacancy on that commiasion now. It
pays $10,000 o year. The vacancy ocdurred
last spring, but the place wns held open
untll after the election, supposedly for
the purpome of "taking care'’ of Biats
Benator Willlam ¥, Crow or some other
Republican organization leader In the
State in the event of his defeat.

Now that Senator Crow, who was the
most favorsd candidate, has been re-
elacted, Governor Tener (s expected to
announce MoAfea's appointmaent soah,
Francls Bhunk Brown Is most promi«
noently mentioned to succeed John C. Haell
as  Attorney General. Mr. Brown {s
favored by the Vares, but not by the
Penrose-MoNichol faction of the Repube
lican State Organization. In view of the
volte that South Philadelphin gave Pans
rose, however, It ls thought by politiclane
that Penrose will not oppose the appolits
ment of Brown, should Brumbaugh wish
to appoint him.
